Await Owners Here 


Papers, Once Property of 
General McCallum, Union 
Army Hero, Lost for Many 
Years, With Commission 
Signed by Abraham Lin- 
coln, Sold for Junk. 


After having been lost for a score of 
years in an East Side boarding house 
and a 934 street junk shop, of New 
York city, more than $100,000 worth 
of securities, formerly the property of 
the late General D. C. McCallum, of 
the union army which burned Atlanta, 
have been discovered here, and search 
is now being made for the rightful 
heirs of this fortune. ae 

In the same packet of papers were 
found military documents of historical 
interest, bearing the seal of the United 


States and the signatures of President 
Lincoln, President Johnson and other 
high officials of the civil war and re- 
construction period. There is also an 
unsigned will through which General 
McCallum had intended to establish a 
school to train women for married life. 

It is a strange coincidence that these 
documents should have turned up in 
Atlanta, through the capture and de- 
struction of which more than half a 
century ago, General McCallum was 
promoted from the rank of colonel to 
that of major general, in recognition 
of his valuable services,” the original 
documentary evidence of which promo- 
tion is contained among the general’s 
effects now in Atlanta. 

Stranger still, however, is the story 
of how these documents, after years of 
obscurity, have finally come to light. 

It appears that when General Me- 
Callum died in a New York boarding 
house, his trunk was thrown into a 
basement storeroom and never claimed. 
After years—just how many is not 
clear—it.was sold for junk. 


Bought by Junk Peddler. 


A New York peddler bought the 
trunk and contents, and later sold 
them to a wholesale junk shop of that 
city. The proprietor of this shop later 
moved to Atlanta, bringing with him a 
packet of papers which he had saved 
from the contents of the trunk. 

These papers contained the signe- 
tures of President Abraham Lincoln, 
President Andrew Johnson, Secretary of 
War Stanton and other high officials 
of the United States, together with the 
United States seal: The dealer, a Ras- 
sian who had lived in this country but 
A short while, was unable to“ under- 
stand thre significance of the docu- 
ments, ahd was fearful of accepting 
them at the time of his purchase. The 
Seller, however, found himself in the 

e predicament and refuséd to take 
back the pers. The result of this 
was that the junk dealer hid the dogu- 
ments, and it was only when he re- 
cently read of frequent arrests of for- 
eigners with government documents in 
their possession that his judgment 
urged him to seek advice as to the na- 
ture of the documents which he had 

In the packet of papers were con- 
tained the railroad securities; General 
McCallum’s unsigned will; many offi- 
cial telegrams transmitted to him from 
the authorities in Washington and 
from Generals Meade and Hallock, dur- 
ing the civil war; commilssions, signed 
by Abraham Lincoln's own hand As well 
by President Johnson, and other docu- 
ments of equal historic interest. 

The nature of all the railroad securi- 
ties have not yet been made public, 
pending further investigation of their 
status, but it is known that some of 
these securities—said to be valued at 
not less than $10,000—consists in stock 
of the old Alexandria and Fredericks- 
burg Railroad company, of Virginia, 
now, through consolidation, the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac. 
Another batch of stock is in the La 
Moth Life Preserving Iron Car com- 
pany, which is said to be valued in the 
principal sum of $20,000. 


General MeCallum's Will. 


Of extreme interest and importance 
In che strange case is the will of Gen- 
eral McCallum, which, if he had sign- 
ed, would have disinherited his son 
Paric, whom, other documents found 
in the general's trunk show, he had 
previously made a partner in the Me- 
Callum Bridge company, in which en- 
terprise General McCallum, S. S. Post, 
W. H. Bristol and Henry Fitch were in- 
terested, all of whom signed the arti- 
cles of partnership. : 

This will conveyed to General Mc- 
Callum’s daughter, Eliza McCallum, 
$6,000 in United States bonds, during 
her life or until she married, 

The entire remainder of General Mc- 
Callum's estate, under the provisione 
of this will, would have gone to the 
trustees of the People’s college, located 
at Havana, in the county of Schuyler 
and state of New York, and their suc- 
cessors and assigns forever, upon trust, 
with the reservation: That same ehall 
be devoted by them to the founding 
and establishment of a department in 
the said college for the physical and 
mental education of females under

GERMAN SAILORS CEASE 
TO SALUTE U. S. FLAG 


More Interned Teutons Are 

Coming to Atlanta and 
Plans Are Being Consid- 
ered to Turn McPherson | 
Into a Big Concentration | 
Point. 


In line with the government's nation- 
wide campaign to increase the supply 
of food crops in order to take cgre of 
the allies as well as of home wants, 
the 2 sailors at Fort McPherson, 
now prisbners of war, will in the near 
future e put to work tilling the soil, 
it was stated on Sunday. 

Just as soon as a budget can be ar- 
ranged so that the captives may be 
paid the same wages given America’s 
soldiers, according to international 
codes, a strip of land will be put under 
cultivation on the fort property, and 
the German sailors put to work. Every 
kind of vegetable will be raised. 

The garden plan has not been sub- 
mitted to the officers of the German 
crew, and will not be until definite 
plans have been formulated. 

Cease te Salute Fiag. 

Since. the declaration of war the 
Germans have ceased to salute the 
American flag. Until war was declared 
the sailors paid their respects to Old 
Glory daily at the hour of retreat, 
when the flag was lowered to the 
strains of The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Assembied in front of the barracks 
buildings which are surrounded dy the 
barbed wire stockade, the satlors came 
to attention each day and saluted the 
Stars and Stripes. 

Upon the declaration of war, how- 
ever, Captain Wagner, in command of 
the detachment guarding the Germans, 
advised the prisoners that they were 
no longer constrained to salute the 
colors of a hostile country, and that 


they could do as they pleased. He or- 
dered, however, that any of the cap- 
tives appearing outside their quarters 
at the time of retreat, salute and stand 
with bared heads during the playing 
of the national anthem. 

Not a single one of the captive Teu- 
tons has paid respect to the colors 
since that hour. In ample time before 
retreat ceremonies, the sailors go in- 
doors and remain there until the cere- 
mony is over. 

Orders have been received by Colonel 
Noyes, commanding the Seventeenth 
regiment, to prepare for another con- 
signment of interned Germans, who will 
arrive as early as preparations can be 
made. It was first reported that fifty 
prisoners would be sent to McPherson, 
but Sunday it was stated that the num- 
ber would be 150 or more. In this case 
an extra barricade will have to be erect- 
ed, and more buildings added to the 
four-barracks structure now occupied 
by the Teutons. 

Huge Concentration Camp. 

Washington authorities are corrsid- 
ering the advisability of converting 
Fort McPherson into a huge concen- 
tration camp for the interment of pris- 
oners of war of all classes. It is said 
that plans and specifications are being 
drawn, and that in event the entire 
property is used as a prison camp, more 
troops will be ‘sent here. 

Impressive Easter observances were 
held at 4:30 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
in the Germans quarters. The Rev.

KAISER TRIES TO STEM 
TIDE OF PUBLIC OPINION. 

Copenhagen, April 8.—(Via London.) 
The German emperor’s commitment to 
the reform of the Prussian» franchise 
contained in the rescript to the imperial 
chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
is in effect an attempt to stem the tide 
of public opinion demanding the imme- 
diate introduction of a reform bill. The 
emperor, through. his rescript, pledges 
the authority of the throne to some 
project of reform, thus meeting the ob- 
jection of the reform element to Von 
Bethmann’s policy of postponing such 
legislation until the end of the war. 

The chancellors appeal to delay the 
work of reform in the interests of in- 
ternal harmony, it was declared in re- 
cent debates in the reichstag and the 
Prussian diet fell in with the plans 
of the Prussian conservatives who are 
announcing more or less yaguely their 
readiness to keep in an alternative 
Prussian three-class franchise after the 
war. 

Notwithstanding the chancellor's ap- 


fore the Easter recess showed an over- 
whelming majority for the immediate 
introduction of a reform bill, and it 
is doubtful if its advocates can be 
dissuaded even by the imperial pledge. 

The imperial rescript is noteworthy 
for the absence of twc of the four ad- 
jectives in the classic formula for elec- 
toral reforms—universal, equal, secret, 
direct ballot—the emperor committing 
himself only to @he abolition of the 
three-class franchise and the substitu- 
tion of a direct, secret ballot. The 
omission of the word “universal” is 
not especially significant, as general 
menhood suffrage already prevelic and 
votes for women are not ai present an 
issuc.

Washington, April 8.—Congress meets 
again tomorrow after a two-day re- 
cess to- begin its task of furnishing 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment with men and money to fight the 
German war.

HEAVY INCREASE 
COMING IN TAXES

Washington, April 8.—President Wil- 
son’s policy of paying America’s war 
bill, so far as possible, while the war 
is being .waged, was reflected tonight 
in a virtual decision by leaders in the 
house and eenate to raise fifty per cent 
of the first year’s expenditures by taxa- 
tion. 

Under this program congress will 
be called upon to raise war revenue 
to the extent of $1,750,000,000 through 
new and increased measures of taxa- 
tion during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1918. This is exclusive of the $5,000,- 
000,000 bond fssue, authorization for 
which will be sought of congress this 
week. The total demand upon the 
financial resources of the country, dur- 
ing the first year of the war under this 
program would be $6,750,000,000.

With the British Armies in France, 
April 8.—(Via London.)—Under a blue 
Easter sky, beflecked only here and 
there with bits of filmy white cloud, 
British aviators by the hundred con- 
tinued today their work of re-estab- 
lishing beyond all question of doubt 
their supremacy in the air.

The British will not offi- 
cially announce a hostile machine de- 
stroyed unless two or more of their 
fliers actually see the falling plane 
ablaze or watch it crash into a hopless 
mass of wreckage. 

When fliers are engaged in fighting 
the formation is twenty or more ma- 
chines, and when one begins to go down 
there seldom is time to watch the com- 
pletion of its earthward journey. Under 
such conditions, a hostile machine is not 
counted in the total enemy casualties. 
However, the British flying corps is ab- 
solutely unperturbed when its losses ex-

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MUST MAKE COMMON CAUSE! 


Since the declaration of war was signed; 
in fact, ever since it became apparent that 
such a declaration was inevitable, the pro- 
German press and proGerman influence 
generally throughout the country has ac- 
tively been foisting the doctrine that Amer- 
cas military activities against the enemy 
must be independent of the entente allies. 

“We must go it alone,” is the pro-German 
cry: “We must avoid ‘entangling alliance’ 
with any European power. America’s fight 
is for America; and we must wage it inde- 
pendently!” \ 

Such doctrine is igsidious and nonsen- 
sical! . 

We have thrown ouf national might into 
this war in behalf of fréedom and liberty and 
human rights against autocracy and the 
principle of “divine mght of kings,” as it 
finds its highest form of expression in the 
Hohenzollern dynasty; and we can attain 
our highest aims only by a complete union 
of forces with the other nations engaged to 
the same end. 

Suppose the United States should enter 
the war as the pro-German propagandists 
would have it, singly and aloof from the 
entente, and stand ready to conclude a sep- 
arate peace with Germany whenever Ger- 
many might see fit or be forced to meet the 
demands entailed by our particular bellig- 
erency ? 

Germany would probably find excuse for 
willingness to make such concessions as 
would bring about peace with the United 
States—and leave the status of the central 
powers in relation to the entente allies pre- 
cisely as it was before we got in. 

The war would go on, and ultimate peace 
in Europe would still be problematic. 

The war would end some time, somehow, 
one way or another. And then the position 
of the United States would be one of unen- 
viable isolation. 

Sooner or later, Germany would prob- 
ably essay to punish us for having entered 
the war against her—she would retaliate, 
probably, by defying the “Monroe doctrine.” 

Could we then appeal to Great Britain, 
France, Russia, Italy, for support? 

And if we did, what would be their 
answer? 

It might be, “You refused to make com- 
mon cause with us when we were fighting 
for humanity and freedom—you insisted upon 
going it alone then; so fight it alone now!” 

That is precisely the position we would 
be in; and those Who now, with the cloven 
hoof but faintly concealed, are demanding 
that we wage war independent from the 
allied know it! 

Our only logical, safe course is to make 
common cause with those affiliated nations 
fighting for the same principles as we are 
fighting for, and fight it out to the end with 
them! 

Then, when peace comes, it will be a 
peace worth having fought for!

Lowering the standard of teaching to 
meet an emergency due to the withdrawal 
of experienced instructors because they can 
hardly make enough “to keep soul and body 
together” in the profession to which they

National preparedness for war has ceased 
to be a theme for argument. Congress and 
other federal agencies are now occupied 
with questions of ways and means. More- 
over, today we face the question of indi- 
vidual preparedness, about which little has 
yet been said, but which is as vital a ques- 


tion as the other. 

War is not only a matter of gunpowder 
and lead; it is just as much a matter of 
food and forage. Comparatively. few are in 
position to serve their country in actual 
trench or on actual firing line, but there is 
no Wan, woman or half-grown child, who 
cannot: serve on the forage line, if only by 
tending a bed of green vegetables. Such 
service may not be exciting, may not seem 
glorious—yet in the long run it may be as 
usefu] as the service of the man who dies 
for his country on the flelds of battle. It 
is not inconceivable that the time may come 
when such humble service, loyally performed 
by thousands of patriots a thousand miles 
from any battle line, may turn the balance 
upon which hangs our very existence as a 
free people. 

We produce more than enough food for 
durselv¥es, but in war there nevertheless al- 
ways will be danger that people may starve, 
with food reserves in abundance in remote 
elevators and storage plants, but with rail- 
roads too busy handling troops and muni- 
tions to carry food to the civilian population. 
Thus the government would be embarrassed 
by the problem of meeting local shortages of 
food at a time when all its energies should 
be focused upon national defense. Inci- 
dentally, from time to time, prices of some 
necessities of life may become prohibitive, 
even though food be available. Hence it is 
as imperative that the individual meet the 
problem of home food supply as that con- 
gress should look to national food prepared-

TIE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


The reorganization of the public high 
schools bas come to be a problem of school 
administration that ig receiving the 
thoughtful consideration the country over. 
Each year we are realizing more sharply 
that these schools receive a sifted group of 
boys and girls. These are the children who 
by reason of favorable circumstances or 
mental ability are able to carry on their 
education beyond the grammar school. It 
is from these groups that later on the lead- 
ers of the masses will come. They enter the 
high schools in their adolescent years—not 
children, not adults—but half-way between, 
too mature for the restrictions that children 
need, too immature for the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of real life. Many of them stay 
only one or two years, some complete the 
course, a few go on to college. In any case, 
the years in the high school are most im- 
portant, and however we may look at the 
problem, we find it a complex one. Every- 
where the school people are thinking and 
talking high-school reorganization. In com- 
mon with other cities, Atlanta is vitally 
concerned. 2 

Just now the problem has become acute 
with us because the numbers to be received 
by the high school so far outrun the accom- 
modations offered. This year the four high 
schools, enrolling 3,202 girls and boys, have 
been full, with the Tech High and Girls’ 
High both badly overcrowded. Five hundred 
boys and girls have been without desks of 
their own. About 300 will graduate in June 
and others will drop out before fall—at the 
most, however, not more than two hun- 
dred. Even with this relief. the high 
schools next September will be full without 
any additions from the grammar schools. 
The present seventh grade numbers 1,494 
children, which, after all eliminations are 
made, promises an increase over this year's 
enrollment for the high schools of 700 or 
ete is to be done with these boys and 
girls? Must they be put on part time? Must 
they be crowded into the present buildings 
to a point beyond the safety limit? 

The best solution of the problem seems to 
lie in a change of school organization and 
the establishment of the intermediate or 
junior high school. The board of education 
has committed itself definitely to this propo- 


sition. 

Such a change would readjust the present 
time allotment of seven years to the ele- 
mentary school and four to the high by cut- 
ting the time given to the elementary school 
to six years and organizing a junior high of 
two years, ultimately to be made three, fol- 
lowed by a senior high of three. 

The Junior High School. 

The junior high or intermediate school 
has been tried out in a number of cities. 
About 260 in all, Los Angeles and Detroit, 
Cincinnati and Cleveland included, report 
favorably on the movement. The leaderg 
of educational thought have aproved it— 
men, for example, of such weight ag Mr. 
Claxton, United States commissioner of edu- 
cation; Mr. Judd, of the University of Chi- 
cago; Mr. Inglis, of Harvard; Mr. Snedden, of 
Columbia. They are looking to it as the

It asks that a great change 
be made in the work of the seventh and 
eighth years and that under a new. organ- 
ization the boys and girls be given an op- 
portunity to try out their powers, to explore, 
to develop possible talents, to gain some 
knowledge of vocational opportunities and 
requirements—in a word, to find themselves 
and make ready to follow out in the senior 
high school whatever line is suited to their 
Powers. If rightly organised it should serve 
to make the connection much closer between 
elementary school and high school proper. 
The gradual introduction of elective sub- 
jects and promotion from the lower to the 
higher school by subject rather than by 
grade, should make the transition much sim- 
pler and safer. 

The junior high school should offer what 
we now call regular work in English, his- 
tory, mathematics, science, languages, which 
eads on to senior high and to college, but 
whould go further and offer also, to quote 
Mr. Inglis, “a survey of the vocations and 
pre-vocational courses designed to give some 
knowledge and skill in the underlying proc- 
esses common to several vocations.” It 
should be flexible in organization, making 
reasonably easy the change from one course 
to another, without much loss of time. It 
should recognize that children are very dif- 
ferent in capacities and abilities and should 
provide, in so far as practicable, for all. 

All this, sounds as if the junior high 
school is to be the panacea of educational 
ills. It isn’t a panacea, but where it is be 
ing operated, it has meant less waste, less 
friction, and a surer preparation. In it At- 
lanta will find the opportunity to put her 
schools measurably nearer the goal of high 
achievement for which she longs.
